They think to intimidate us with 
fetting up a Subjcription to raife Money in’ order to pay 
us off. Let them do fo, my Sifters, if they can; fo fhall 
we gain fomething that we may really oall our own. But, 
alas! ’tisan impotent Threat. Who will fubfcribe, unlefs 
they can obtain better Terms than what are oficred us?

ment, and that Commitments might be prodattive of very 
ill Confequences, as fhe was apprehenfive that. the Black 
Rod would befoon poffeffed of a Majority of the Affembly, 
fhe rapt her Fan with fuch an Air of Severity and fo loud, 
as fhook the very Foundations of the Floor, and fternly 
overlooking the Affembly, faid, ‘‘ Thus far in Support of 
my Honor as your Delegate.”—— But, changing her Coun- 
tenance into a fmiling Mildnefs, according to the Art of 
practifing Faces in Looking-Glaffes, fhe courteoufly en- 
treated them to obferve Order and Difcipline in the Courfe 
of their Debates, and that they woald fpeak according to 
their Ranks.

and be wife.” 


Pecuniana’s Name, a Banker's Daughter, was taken 
next out of the Box: ‘* I would fain, faid fhe, recommend 
to the Confideration of the Affembly the old Adage of, 
awho is granted an Inch will take an Ell. It may be efta- 
blifhing a dangerous Precedent againft us to give up One per 
Cent. on our Annuities; for who knows where it may end? 
What Security have we againft Encroachments of the like 
kind the next Year? May they not with the fame Reafon 
reduce us in a future Day to Tao per Cone. and fo on 
perhaps to One? And fhell we tamely fubmit to an Impo- 
fition that may be extended againit us, as the Extravagance 
and Mifmanagement of M***rs may render neceffary? Firit 
let them fairly account for the vaft Sums of Public Money 
which has patt, or ftuck to, their Hands, fince they ufurp’d 
the Ad****n of Public Affairs; and then perhaps I may 
be induced to forego my Senfes, and think Téyee more elj- 
gible than Four. 


The Chance fell next upon Cenjiderata, a very refpeétable 
Lady and diftinguifhed by both Sexes. Says the, “ If [ 
do not wholly go into the Opinion of the learned Debaters 
who have gone before me, while at the fame ‘Time I can’t 
wholly approve of the m**f***1 Propofition now before 
us, you will excufe the Irrefolution of a Perfon who comes 
here rather to learn than decide. It has been told us, 
without Doors, that we fhall gain by this Redu@tion, and 
b: ina better State than we are now in ; as in Charity we
